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SACRAMENTO (UP1) - After a 
three-month fight, the legislature has 
sent Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. a bill 
wiping out a requirement that 1.9 
million used cars in the Los Angeles 
region be equipped with $35 anti smog 
devices. 
The measure (SB41) by Sen. Omer L. 
Rains, D-Ventura, was forwarded to 
Brown Monday when the Senate, on a 29- 
4 vote, approved without debate techni­ 
cal amendments made by the Assembly. 
It is the most controversial bill reaching 
the governor’s desk since he took office 
in January 
Brown has given no public indication 
of whether he will sign or veto the 
legislation. 
But 
Tom 
Quinn, 
the 
governor’s top environmental adviser 
and former campaign manager, has 
been actively working against the bill. 
The measure would repeal the current 
month-by-month required installation of 
the devices to control the emissions of 
nitrogen oxide (Nox) from 1966-70 cars 
in the South Coast Air Basin, which 
includes the counties of Los Angeles, 
Orange, San Bernardino, Santa Barbara, 
Ventura and Riverside 
Left untouched would be a statewide 
requirement 
that 
the 
devices 
be 
installed upon change of ownership or 
registration of an out-of-state car in 


California. 
But even the latter law was under 
attack as Sen 
John Holmdahl, D- 
Alameda, Monday introduced legislation 
to repeal all state requirements for Nox 
devices on 1966-70 autos. 
“It is time to remove the last vestige 
of this poorly-conceived, expensive and 
futile program,” Holmdahl said “We 
should save the remaining victims, who 
are 
the 
scapegoats 
of 
political 
compromise, but who are just as 
wronged as those owners who already 
have been compelled to participate.” 
The measure cleared the Assembly 
last Thursday on a minimum 54-25 vote 
after lawmakers were flooded by letters 
from irate citizens who were fed up with 
the 
on-again, 
off-again 
antismog 
program The bill had been approved on 
a 28-6 margin in the Senate last January 
The program was designed to reduce 
smog emitted by older cars that were 
not factory equipped with the new 
devices. But owners complained that the 
devices were costly and often made 
their cars run poorly and consume extra 
gasoline. 
Currently, the California Highway 
Patrol is issuing only warnings—not 
citations—to motorists who have not had 
the devices installed. Previously, the 
measure had been fully enforced.

A group of county residents yesterday 
announced the formation of a citizens 
organization 
for 
those 
who 
“are 
concerned about the misinformation 
that has surrounded the referendum to 
decide where the Exxon oil landing will 
be located.” 
On May 27, county voters will decide 
whether or not to rescind action of the 
County Board of Supervisors to rezone 
land in Las Flores Canyon to allow the 
installation of an Exxon oil and gas 
processing plant. 
According to Charles M. Taylor of 
Santa Barbara, retired army brigadier 
general and past president of the Santa 
Barbara Chamber of Commerce, the 
group’s purpose will be informational. 
Its members believe, said Taylor, that 
Exxon 
will 
proceed 
with 
already 
licensed oil drilling in federal waters off 
the South county coast whether or not 
county voters approve of the onshore 
plant. If county voters do not approve 
the onshore plant, they believe, Exxon 


will construct an offshore plant in the 
area of its oil rig. 
“Between now and election day, we 
are going to attempt to get the facts to 
the people of Santa Barbara County 
about the real issue of this election,” 
Taylor said. “That issue is simply where 
the people want the facility located, 
floating offshore or located inland Our 
committee is made up of people who 
believe that the inland location is 
preferable to a location offshore.” 
Taylor, who is south county chairman 
of the new group, added that a county 
environmental impact report and a 
consensus of both the County Planning 
Commission and Board of Supervisors 
favored the onshore site. 
North county chairmen for the group 
will be Hugh D. Young of Lompoc and 
Allen Burke. Earle Sweetland, director 
of the Lompoc Valley Chamber of 
Commerce, 
will 
serve as Lompoc 
representative. Gerald R. Ginn of Santa 
Barbara will serve as group treasurer. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger today urged 
Congress to grant quick approval to 
President Ford’s request for futher mil­ 
itary and humanitarian aid to South 
Vietnam. 
“We cannot by our actions alone 
insure the survival of South Vietnam, 
but we can, alone, by our inaction assure 
its demise,” Kissinger said in testimony 
prepared for delivery to the Senate 
Appropriations Committee. 
Kissinger was one of three top-ranking 
administration 
officials 
testifying 
before congressional committees in 
support of Ford’s request for additional 
funds. 
Defense 
Secretary 
James 
Schlesinger and Army Chief of Staff 
Frederick Weyand were also scheduled 
to review the situation before separate 
panels. 
The President has sent Congress three 
separate bills — asking for $250 million 
in humanitarian aid for South Vietnam; 
$722 million 
in military 
aid; 
and 
increased legal authority to use troops 
to assist in a large evacuation of U.S. 
citizens and Vietnamese who have been 
employed by U.S. nationals. 
Sen. John L. McClellan, D-Ark., the 
appropriations committee chairman, set 
the tone for the hearing by telling 
reporters 
he 
still 
opposed 
further 
military aid to South Vietnam. 
“I do feel the President is entitled to a 
hearing,” McClellan said, “and that is 
what we are doing here. ” 
But McClellan added, “I haven’t seen 
anything yet that would justify my 
changing my position. There is no hope 
by additional military aid of saving 
South Vietnam I don’t oppose more 
humanitarian aid.” 


Kissinger told the panel that “the 
situation in Vietnam is ominous.” He 
added that only the South Vietnamese 
could regroup its military forces and 
restore morale. 
“However, a successful defense will 
also require resources — arms, fuel, 
ammunition and medical supplies —and 
these can come only from the United 
States,” Kissinger said. 
Kissinger said the objectives of the 
administration in seeking the additional 
military and humanitarian aid “remain 
as they were when the Paris Agreement 
was signed —to end the military conflict 
and establish conditions which will allow 
a fair political solution to be achieved. ”

SAIGON (UPI) — A large part of 
South Vietnam’s fighterbomber force 
was grounded today by a Communist 
artillery attack against the country’s 
major airbase at Bien Hoa, military 
sources said. 
The sources said Communist gunners 
temporarily closed the F5 strip at Bien 
Hoa, 14 miles northwest of Saigon, with 
a 20-round barrage from powerful 130mm 
guns. 
The runway used by the F5 Freedom 
Fighter was so cratered by the attack 
the jets were not able to take off. The F5 
requires a longer runway than the other 
jet fighterbomber flown by the Viet­ 
namese Air Force, the A37 Dragonfly. 
Bien Hoa —the headquarters for 
virtually all of South 
Vietnam’s jet 
attack planes — was also hit with 
mortar fire and Communist commandos 
blew up a bomb dump just before 
midnight. The blast was followed two 
hours later by twin explosions powerful 
enough to shake buildings and rattle 
windows in downtown Saigon. 
The Communist forces that attacked 
Bien Hoa skirted the besieged provincial 
capital of Xuan Loc, 38 miles northeast 
of Saigon where heavy fighting has 
raged for a week. Military strategists 
said the attacks against Bien Hoa may 
signal the start of a major Communist 
drive against this keystone of Saigon’s 
defenses.

Space shuttle solidly defended

Defense Department spokesmen have 
stood solidly behind the Space Shuttle 
project in recent Congressional budget 
hearings and the space agency has 
defended its research and development 
of the rocket-plane as within budgetary 
limits and on schedule. 
Military shuttle funding requests are 
escalating each year. After a $10 million 
program cost in government fiscal year 
1975, the Air Force’s present bid is for 
$22.6 million for fiscal 1976 and $8 2 
million for a three month transitional 
period when the government will switch 
to a new fiscal year setup. 
But this is just the beginning. The Air 
Force projects a $73 million shuttle 
budget in fiscal 1977, $166 million for the 
program in fiscal 1978 and $198 million 
and $192 million in fiscal 1979 and 1980 
These 
estim ates 
come 
from 
congressional testimony and do not 
include 
shuttle-related 
facilities 
construction, which, in Vandenberg’s 
case, has been forecast at around $500 
million toward the end of the decade 
Of plans for Vandenberg, Walter 
Laberge, assistant secretary of the Air 
Force, told this to House space science 
committees: 
“ In 
1972, 
the 
DOD 
(Defense 
Department) 
agreed 
to 
provide 
Vandenberg AFB as a western launch 
and landing site for the STS (Space 
Transportation System) program Both 
NASA and DOD payload requiring high 
inclination or polar orbits will be 
launched from there. Present plans call 


for the USAF to complete the detailed 
design studies m fiscal year 1977, but not 
break ground or begin acquisition of 
long lead items prior to fiscal 1978. 
The first western shuttle launch is 
planned for December, 1982, Laberge 
conformed 
The assistant secretary added that the 
Space Transportation Committee, the 
joint NASA DOD panel calling the shots 
on shuttle development, may decide to 
form or select a third agency to 
supervise all shuttle launches. This 
would junk the earlier idea of putting 
NASA in command of Cape Canaveral 
operations and giving the Air Force 
command here Both NASA and the Air 
Force will launch missions from both 
space ports. 
Air Force research engineer Malcom 
Currie, in March testimony before the 
Senate Aeronautical and Space Sciences

Opponents riddle

Roden had requested a county 
ordinance

adopted 
designating the tax collector as 
licensing agency for the county 
areas 
But the draft forwarded by 
the district attorney’s office 
raised all kinds of objections. 
John Dwyer, 
representing 
the Lompoc Sportsman s Assn . 
and Bob Gaddis, of Solvang. a 
sporting goods dealer, both 
questioned the designation of 
the sheriff as having the final 
word as to approval or denial of 
a license 
Several supervisors felt the 
Board of Supervisors should 
have 
final 
authority 
under 
appeal hearing basis. 
Other critics included Jake 
Burchardi, of Solvang, 
and 
John 
Skov, 
of 
Lompoc. 
Burchardi. along with Dwyer, 
pointed to “ duplication" of 
county efforts with Federal

attributed by officials to an 
offshoot of the Muslims called 
the “ Death Angel” cult 
The group allegedly required 
initiates to slay white victims. 
The assaults were code-named 
Zebra in police communica­ 
tions. 
When 
prosecutor 
Robert 
Podesta, in his opening state­ 
ment Monday, referred to the 
slaying of one of the victims, 
Quita Hague, as an “ execu­ 
tion,” the defense objected. 
The objection was overruled 
and Podesta then went on for 


two hours, taking the jury of 
seven women and five men 
through each of the 12 counts of 
the indictment against four 
Muslims charged with murder, 
assault, kidnap and robbery. 


Attorneys for the defense 
reserved their opening state­ 
ments until completion of the 
prosecution case. 
The defendants are charged 
with crimes that took place 
between Oct. 20,1973, and April 
16,1974. 
Defendants are: Jessie L. 
Cooks, 30; Manuel Moore, 30; 
J. C. X. Simon, 28, and Larry 
Craig Green, 23. In addition to 
White they are represented by 
New York attorney Edward W. 
Jacko Jr., John F. Cruikshank 
Jr., and court appointed attor­ 
ney Roger Pereruucci. 
The trial is expected to last 
at least six months.

Get 
some loyal and dedicated men 
in who can make a contribu­ 
tion. 
“ Being one of your largest 
personal and corporate tax­ 
payers, I have a right to an 
opinion Let’s get moving.” 
Daly read the statement in 
his suite at a Tokyo hotel at the 
end of 
a 
frustrating day. 
Sunday he sent two of his World 
Airways planes, a DC8 and a 
727, from Tokyo to Saigon in 
hopes he would be allowed to 
fill them with evacuees. 
There are 4,000 to 5,000 
Americans in Saigon. 
He told newsmen that Ameri­ 
can and South Vietnamese 
authorities refused to allow 
anybody to board the planes. 
They came back to Tokyo 
empty today. 
Daly also reiterated he had 
been told by a high Vietnamese 
military man that an official of 
the U.S. Embassy in Saigon had 
suggested 
the

Airways planes be shot down on 
takeoff. 
Whether the suggestion was 
made seriously —or made at all 
—South Vietnamese guards at

Hall, Ford also said there is a 
lot of "negative talk” going 
around that “ America’s best 
years are behind us. ” 
“ It can be answered in one 
word, nonsense,’” he said. 
He noted that in the days of 
the American Revolution the 
people were divided, inflation 
was nearly fatal and there were 
military defeats, but that out of 
this suffering and uncertainty 
emerged a powerful nation 
“ Other countries have had 
brilliant leaders,” Ford said, 
"but no other country can point 
to two centuries dedicated to 
expanding and perfecting a 
continuing revolution in a free 
society. That is what makes 
America unique and that is why 
—although our experience in 
Indochina has been one of 
heroic sacrifices and great 
disappointments —I am con­ 
vinced that we can and will

Butz says food stamp 
program needs revision 


WASHINGTON

Agriculture 
Secretary 
Earl 
Butz says he is aware of abuses 
in the food stamp program and 
thinks it needs revision to 
prevent families earning as 
much as $10,000 a year from 
being eligible. 


As written now, the law 
makes it possible for families 
with such an income to benefit 
from the program. Heads of 
households have to show they 
have less than $1,500 in cash, 
property and other resources. 
But that does not include 
housing, furniture, cash value 


of insurance or a car used to 
get to work 
A long list of other reductions 
including federal and state 
taxes. Social Security, and 
“ work allowances” such as 
meals at work can bring the 
“ adjusted net income” of a 
family of four down below the 
$513 a month eligibility ceiling 
for food stamps. 
Butz said on the Washington 
Straight Talk program of the 
National Public Affairs Center 
for Television Monday that “ I 
think there are abuses —there 
are bound to be abuses 
programs of this kind.”

SACRAMENTO (U PI) - A 
“ moral obligation” bond issue, 
part of omnibus $1 billion 
housing finance legislation, has 
been criticized by senators as a 
gimmick which salesmen could 
use to con investors. 
“ A lot of ordinary people are 
going to be conned, in effect, 
that the state has a moral 
obligation to back these bonds, 
when it doesn’t,” complained 
Sen John Holmdahl, D-Castro 
Valley, at a hearing of the 
Senate 
Finance 
Committee 
Monday. 
“ The widows and orphans 
are going to be up here saying 
they relied on this ‘moral 
obligation’ when they bought 
these,” he continued. 
Such bonds are backed by a 
moral, 
but 
not 
legal 
or 
financial, 
commitment 
that 
they 
be 
honored 
by 
the 
government. They are sold 
without approval of voters. 
Holmdahl’s arguments were 
the most graphic, but other 
senators joined in expressing 
reservations about the issuing 
of up to $300 million of moral 
obligation bonds to provide the 
initial funding for the proposed 
new housing finance agency. 
The committee, its hearing 
running later than scheduled, 


put off further consideration 
and a vote until probably next 
week on the measure (SB2) 
carried by Sen. George Zeno- 
vich, D-Fresno.

Richest shortstop 
has curbed temper

NEW YORK (UPI) — Burning up 
inside, Larry Bowa swung the bat as 
hard as he possibly could. His aim was 
perfect. He hit the clubhouse wall 
Had it been a baseball he connected 
with, he would've probably put it in the 
seats. As it was, all he did was chip 
some paint off the wall 
The 
incident 
took 
place 
in 
Philadelphia early last season 
Later in the summer, the Phillies 
shortstop reacted angrily again after a 
ball game in St Louis 
He broke the mirror in the clubhouse 
“That was it,” Billy DeMars, one of 
Philadelphia’s coaches, says. ‘ He lost 
his poise only twice all year. It was a 
helluva improvement over the two 
previous years when something like that 
was an almost everyday occurrence 
with him.” 
Quieter, maturer and a lot more 
confident now, Larry Bowa is the proud 
owner of a new three-year contract 
calling for $320,000 
“They say it’s one of the best ever 
given a shortstop in modern tunes,” 
says Bowa in a generous piece of under­ 
statement. 
One of the best nothing It is the best, 
the highest total salary ever paid any 
shortstop over a corresponding period. 
With only two home runs to his credit in 
the five seasons he has been with 
Philadelphia, Larry Bowa didn’t receive 
all that money for his long ball ability. 
Nor did the small-boned, 155-pounder 
from Sacramento get it for his size. 
Pure and simple, Paul Owens, the 
Phillies’ general manager, agreed to 
pay the conscientious 29-year-old Bowa 
that sum for two basic reasons. One 
because Owens and the Phillies feel that 
Bowa has developed into one of the 
finest all-around shortstops in baseball, 
which is the way everybody else feels 
also, and two because Bowa finally has 
learned how to control himself 
For that second item, he has DeMars

largely to thank. DeMars used to be a 
shortstop himself for the old St. Louis 
Browns, and Bowa says he has helped 
him more than anybody else. Mostly 
DeMars helped Bowa by talking to him 
and concentrating on one subject— self 
control. 
“He’d come over to my house for 
dinner, and we’d sit around, just him 
and me, talking, talking, talking,” says 
DeMars. “ I was trying to explain to him 
how important it was for him to keep his 
poise, whether he went oh-for-four or 
three-for-four. I told him learning to 
control himself was just like learning to 
hit, no different, really. It took practice, 
that’s all. He has been very receptive. 
He knew I wasn’t snowing him. ” 
DeMars wasn’t merely all talk. He 
helped Bowa another way, too. 
“No matter how hot it was, what time 
it was, or whatever else he was doing, 
anytime I said to him I wanted to hit, 
he'd say okay, and go out there with 
me,” says the Phillies’ 29-year-old 
shortstop “ He never said no even once. 
He’s just been super.” 
Last year, for the first time since he 
came with the Phillies, Bowa made an 
important contribution to them on 
offense, batting a solid .275 with 184 hits 
while scoring 98 runs, driving in 36 and 
stealing 39 bases. To cap it off he took 
part in every one of the club’s 162 games 
and hasn’t missed any yet this year. 
High-strung, intense and intelligent, 
Larry Bowa feels exceptionally good 
over his accomplishments with the Phil­ 
lies, primarily because he looked so 
fragile, almost like the runt in the litter 
when he first came up to the big leagues 
in 1970. 
“So many people counted me out 
because of my size,” he says. ‘‘‘Oh, he 
may make it, but I doubt it,’ a lotta 
people said. They said I couldn't make 
the play in the hole and that I’d never 
hit. When I read all the newspaper 
clippings, 
it only made me more 
determined 


‘‘It makes me feel good that I was 
written off so many times and here I am 
now with maybe the best contract any 
shortstop ever had. I’m not colorful and 
I'm not smooth, I just play every day, 
and when the ball is hit to me, 1 catch it, 
pick it up and throw it straight. Most 
people don’t realize that over a five-year 
period I’ve made only 55 errors.’ 


The rest of the Phillies get a kick out 
of Bowa. They like him because they 
know he’s the kind who’ll do anything for 
the ball club, or for them. They call him 
“Willard ”

Celts rip Rockets; Barry burns Sonics

Houston proved a point in Monday night’s National 
Basketball Association playoffs—to win, you have to 
be ready. 
Houston handily disposed of the New York Knicks in 
the quarter-finals but was unable to stop Boston from 
putting six players in double figures and beating the 
Rockets, 123-106, Monday night. 
“It took a lot emotionally from us to beat the 
Knicks,” said Houston Coach John Egan. “We beat an 
experienced ball club and we didn’t play too well 
tonight as a result. ” 
In the other playoff game, the Golden State 
Warriors continued the domination they practiced so 
well during the regular season as they routed the 
Seattle SuperSonics, 123-%. 
The Rockets tried to run with last year’s NBA 
champions but ended up chasing them due to the 
Celtics’ superior rebounding. 
“We were letting them control the boards,” said 


guard Calvin Murphy. “ And when they do that, that 
gets their break going. ” 
The Celtics, ahead by five points with 1:50 left in the 
half, outscored the Rockets, 24-8, through 6:34 of the 
third period to win the game at Boston Garden. It 
gave Boston a 1-0 lead in the best-of-seven series. 
Butch Beard quarterbacked a non-stop fast break 
and Rick Barry scored 39 points to crush the Sonics, 
who finished second to Golden State in the Pacific 
Division in regular season play. 
The Warriors hit 76.2 per cent of their shots in the 
second quarter to open an 18-point lead by the end of 
the third quarter and with Barry on the bench, the 
lead was increased to 23 points. 


Yet, Warrior Coach Attles was realistic. 
“This was only one game and there are three more 
to win,” said Attles. “ And with a big lead, there was 
nothing to be gained by wearing Rick out. He did his 
job. It was just another one of his outstanding games.

“It may have looked like a one-man show, but it was 
far from that,” said the Warriors’ leading scorer. 
“We won the game on defense as much as we did on 
offense...” 
Seattle Coach Bill Russell locked his team's 
dressing room door for more than 15 minutes after the 
game, but said he didn’t berate his players. 
“Our meeting,” he said, “was an intellectual 
dissertation. The boys felt bad enough about losing 
without my having to chew them out. Obviously, we 
didn’t play good defense and we had virtually no 
rebounding. It’s tough to win games that way, but 
we’ll come back. I’ve been in enough playoffs where 
we lost the first game and came back. ’ ’ 
Leonard Gray had 20 points and Tommy Burleson 18 
for the Sonics. 


A bad day for Bill Walton 


PORTLAND, Ore. 
(UPI) - The 
owners of the Portland Trail Blazers, 
who brought center Bill Walton here 
with an estimated $2 million contract, 
have publicly repudiated the young 
player’s attack on the U.S. government. 
And even if Walton’s feelings weren’t 
hurt by the failure of his club to support 
his political views, Bill was physically 
hurting. He reinjured his left ankle 
yesterday while playing in a pickup 
basketball game in a local gym. He 
apparently tore ligaments in the left 
ankle and his foot was placed in a cast. 
Walton called on the world to join him 
in “the rejection of the United States 
government” 
in a makeshift news 
co n feren ce 
in 
San 
F ra n c isc o 
Wednesday. He had gone there to join 


sports radical Jack Scott, suspected by 
the FBI of harboring fugitive heiress 
Patricia Hearst. 
The 
statement, 
released 
by 
the 
National Basketball Association dub 
Monday, said in part: “The Portland 
Trail Blazers deplore Bill Walton’s 
statement.” 
The Trail Blazers’ owners also took 
issue with the Walton criticism that the 
United States was 
restraining 
the 
freedom of the people. 
“The United States is the freest and 
most democratic nation in the world,” 
the statement said. “ We and people 
throughout the world recognize this. 
“The American system, despite its 
imperfections, has been and continues to 
be the haven which oppressed people 


throughout the world yearn to reach. 
“We believe the National Basketball 
Association is an example of the 
opportunities available to people under 
our system of government, and Walton, 
m ore than m ost, has reaped extra 
ordinary benefits from this system.” 
Club officials said they have planned 
no action on the Walton statements, 
which have incensed so many Portland 
fans. 
Callers 
have 
flooded 
media 
switchboards with opposition to the 
Walton’s remarks and journalists have 
suggested that the Trail Blazers get rid 
of the former UCLA star. 
One tv commentator suggested the 
club trade Walton, a vegetarian, for 
Euell Gibbons, the naturalist, and a six- 
pack of carrot juice.

Q. Since he was let go as manager of the Houston Astros after 
the 1973 season, what is Leo Durocher doing for a living? — R J., 
Orange, Tex. 
A. I don’t know that Leo has to do much of anything. For one 
thing, under the munificent major league pension plan, Leo is 
entitled to $24,000 annually. Also, approaching his 70th birthday 
this July, he’s well into social security And only now, after years 
of reluctance, he’s coming out with a book of his reminiscences, 
“ Nice Guys Finish Last,” ghosted by Ed Linn. They’ll hold no 
benefits for Leo. 


Q. Please tell me why the Dodgers never have Manny Mota in 
the starting lineup, yet he almost always hits for a 300 batting 
average. — Eric Holme, Huntington Beach, Calif. 
A. It is true that Manny Mota of the Dominican Republic has a 
career batting average of .303 after 13 seasons in the major 
leagues. Yet only one time has he ever come to bat more than 40C 
times in a season. Some guys are destined to come off the bench, 
and Manny is one of them, because their all-around talents don’t 
measure up to their ability with a bat. And at the age of 37, Manny 
isn’t complaining about his exclusive role as a pinch-hitter — he 
actually put on a glove in only one game last year for the Los 
Angeles Dodgers.

Such a story would tell how a man 
makes his way through life minus the 
precious gifts of speech and hearing and 
reveal the frustrations, joys, and ideas 
of a deaf-mute 
I wondered if he lived in Lompoc If I 
had a pen and some paper I could pass 
him a note, but I did not 
I was in the sugar aisle when the deaf- 
mute walked up to me again I produced 
the card and chain. 
Oh, I can’t remember a face, he 
seemed to communicate with his face 
and hand expressions. 
The thought struck me about then of 
the possibility that this gentleman was a 
bogus deaf-mute who made a living off 
of people’s sympathy 
It was a low 
thought, I admit. 
I was standing in the check-out line 
when the deaf-mute walked past, waved 
to the clerk, and exited the store 
Suddenly, I had the impulse to follow 
him; the clerk couldn’t check me out 
fast enough 
The next time I saw him he was 
standing off in the parking lot and I was 
in my car. He was looking around 
He 
began 
walking 
back 
toward 
Safeway and walked past the store as I 
followed at a good distance He crossed 
College Avenue and went directly down I 
Street and opened the door of a parked 
Volkswagen bus and hopped in. 
I parked my car two or three cars 
ahead of the bus and waited. A minute 
later the bus pulled out and, as it passed. 
I noticed that the deaf-mute was driving 
and a woman was sitting shotgun. 
I didn’t know deaf-mutes are allowed 
to drive, I said to myself 
They drove to the Northside Shopping 
Center There the woman stayed in the 
bus and he got out and went somewhere. 
Fifteen 
minutes 
passed 
and 
he 
returned The bus, with the deaf -mute at 
the wheel, pulled out and began a slow 
drive to Santa Maria. 
The 
bus 
stopped 
at 
a 
Williams 
Brothers Market and a S ed an 's Market 
in Santa Maria for about the same 
amount of time. The deaf-mute always 
went in alone, leaving the woman inside 
the bus. 
After 
Scolari’s, 
they 
drove 
into 
Sambo’s parking lot and walked inside 
the restaurant. I parked my car on the 
far side of South Broadway and crossed 
over and walked inside. 
It was nearing 7 p.m. The escapade 
had started before 5. 
I took a table that had a clear view of 
the deaf-mute and his woman friend. 
And as 1 sat there, drinking coffee and 
watching them talk for the first time — 
with their hands, I began to belittle 
myself for my sheepish distrust and the 
length it had taken me out of my way. I 
left. 
The next day I called the local 
Department of Motor Vehicles. A clerk 
said, “ it is unlikely, but possible" that a 
deaf-mute could obtain a driver license.

Washington calling by Marquis Childs 
Big Quake 


SAN FRANCISCO - Under a brilliant 
sun. this city which wins hands-down as 
A m e r ic a ’s 
fa v o r ite 
h a s 
been 
overflowing with Easter week visitors. 
The news at home and abroad may be as 
black as the headlines that reflect it, but 
these are holiday crowds bent on the 
pleasures of a fabulous city. 
A strong elem ent in the American 
character is a determination to ignore 
the pessim ists and sweep bad news 
under the rug. 
Nowhere is this more evident than in 
San Francisco where new high-rises 
continue to crowd the 
steep 
hills 
of 
the 
downtown area. And 
this 
is 
despite 
a 
warning that, if any­ 
one bothered to look, 
casts a dark shadow 
over the city. 
During the past year 
a documentary entit­ 
led “San Francisco: 
The City That Waits 
To 
D ie” 
has 
been 
shown on four tele­ 
vision stations. 
The m essage of this documentary, being 
circulated by Time-Life Television is 
this: 


With the evidence of seismologists 
who have devoted years of study to earth 
disturbances, m 
the years ahead, the 
city is certain 
to suffer a massive 
earthquake that could cause up to 
100,000 deaths and billions of dollars in 
damages. 


The reason lies in the San Andreas 
Fault running under the heart of the city 
in its course through the state of 
California. 
Although 
scientists have 
been studying this giant rift in the earth 
over a long period they see only a 
remote possibility that earthquakes can 


eventually be prevented. 
The hope they hold out is that perhaps 
in five years prediction will be possible 
so that with three days’ notice San 
Francisco could be evacuated. 
San Francisco’s building codes are so 
loosely drawn that, in the view of the 
seism ologists, skyscrapers would be 
badly shaken if not destroyed in a 
m assive quake like that of 1906. 
The documentary points out the 13 
schools and at least two large hospitals 
built directly on the fault. Also on the 
fault are the Police Department, the 
nerve center for disaster operations, 
and the Civil Defense Operations Room. 
In a heavy quake they would cease to 
function. 
“In term s of loss of life the worst 
credible 
earthquake would probably 
occur during the rush traffic hour 
between 5 and 5:30 in the afternoon," 
said Louis Pakiser, director of the 
United 
States Geological Survey 
in 
California. He adds, “ and I think it’s 
quite credible that the total loss of life in 
the San Francisco area from such an 
earthquake could be about as great as 
the total 
American loss of life in 
Vietnam. That would be about 50,000 
lives... Possibly as many as 100,000 is 
within the range of possibilities. 


“Scientists believe that many of these 
lives could be saved. The key to saving 
them is understanding the cause of 
earthquakes. To do this they have 
returned to the 1906 earthquake, the 
most closely analyzed in the world. It 
shook 
over 50.000 square miles of 
California.” 


The attitude of San Francisco, in the 
view of the scientists, is “ Don’t look 
now, it can’t happen here. " 
It did happen in Anchorage, Alaska, 
just 11 years ago on Good Friday when 
100 died in that sparsely populated area 


with $400 million in property damage. 
The shock waves were slightly stronger 
than those recorded in 1906 when this 
city was destroyed. San Francisco lies 
on the sam e fault system as Anchorage. 
A 
hardy 
lot, 
Californians 
take 
earthquakes in their stride as natural 
phenom ena 
lik e 
tornadoes 
and 
hurricanes. A study of the temblor in 
Long Beach in 1933 showed how 10-story 
buildings were shaken. The 1906 quake 
was 600 tim es stronger and the forecast 
in “The City That Waits To D ie’’ is of 
the sam e magnitude. 
In the Imperial Valley a whole swarm 
of mmor-to-moderate tremors centering 
around the town of Brawley set nerves 
on edge with the memory of May, 1940, 
when Brawley was destroyed in a quake 
that measured 8.6 on the Richter scale 
— 
10,000 
times 
stronger 
than 
the 
strongest recent tremor. Townspeople 
and farm ers in the Valley, where lettuce 
and carrot crops are being harvested, 
were asking when the “big one" would 
come, following, as in 1940, the swarm 
of moderates. 
Animals 
were 
more 
shaken 
up, 
outwardly at least, than people. Horses 
were skittish after each tremor. The 
town 
v e te r in a r ia n s 
w ere 
busy 
prescribing 
tranquilizers 
for 
dogs 
unnerved by successive shakes. 
The clearest signal cam e from a flock 
of hens. From laying an average of 
seven eggs a day they began after the 
swarm to lay two dozen a day. Those 
hens were getting down to it so that if 
the “ big one" should strike they would 
have done their duty. 
The “big one” for San Francisco may 
be 
years 
away. 
With 
each 
year 
prediction is closer to a practical reality 
and with it measures to save lives. But 
in the interval the great giants under the 
earth in the San Andreas Fault are the 
unseen yet ever-present threat.

Chumash Indians gave it the name, 
Nojoqui Falls. In our language that 
would 
be 
"H oneym oon 
F a lls ,” 
according to Fred Eggimann of the 
county parks department. 
The Falls and what 
took place there over 
the weekend rivet the 
attention of outdoors 
people. 
A 
teen-age 
Lompoc girl died in a 
fatal 
plunge, 
while 
climbing down along 
the edge of the Falls 
and another Lompoc 
teen-ager 
suffered 
serious injuries in a 
separate accident. 
The county leases the Falls and the 
surrounding 40 acres from Tito Giorgi 
for $1,200 a year. Adjacent Nojoqui 
Park, about 82 acres is owned by the 
county. 
Water that tumbles down Nojoqui 
Falls com es from runoff waters in the 
mountains east of Highway 101. Nojoqui 
Park is a camping and picnic area of 
inordinate beauty, heavy with oak and 
sycamore trees. 
C. H. Jackson gave the park to the 
county in about 1950. The park and the 
nearby Falls have always been a tourist 
attraction, according to Eggimann. 
This was the setting over the weekend 
Park Ranger Rick Wheeler tells me the 
unsafe areas along the Falls are posted 
with signs declaring “ Positively No 
Climbing," and “Danger, Loose Shale," 
but that young people continue to use the 
restricted areas. 
Wheeler and other officials have no 
answer for the problem. They are 
almost unanimously agreed that a ban 
on the use of the areas would be 
disregarded and that such a ban would 
be difficult to enforce. There have been 
about a dozen serious injury accidents at 
the Falls since 1970 and in Wheeler’s 
year or less on the job, about four. In all 
of those latter incidents he’s been on 
hand with first aid assistance, and feels 
grim about it. 
Another who shares his concern is 
Mike 
Messina 
who 
works 
for 
an 
ambulance company He talked Monday 
about the ordeal of carrying first one 
and 
then 
the 
other 
victim 
the 
approximate quarter of a m ile from the 
bottom of the Falls to where the 


ambulance was stopped by the rugged 
terrain 
Messina feels a ban or fences wouldn’t 
work, but that a system atic citation 
program might help over a long period 
of time. 


These were the factors that were 
being discussed this week. Wheeler was 
making reports on the two tragedies to 
the Board of Supervisors. 


In M essina’s words there was “a 
rumble” in the community of officials 
this 
week 
for 
som e 
change 
in 
regulations for use of the Falls area. 


The action, if any would come too late 
for som e families, but hopefully soon 
enough to make the Falls area safe for 


the future.

made available. It is the hope of Dick 
Mires,

Welfare fiasco 


The urgent need for revision of state 
welfare 
laws became apparent last 
month in the Sacramento Superior Court 
as a wretched 
story of 
misguided 
application of current law was unfolded. 
In testimony so bizarre that Judge 
Joseph G. Babich was compelled to 
observe the actions of county officials 
“ shocks everyone's sense of fairness" it 
was disclosed that vagaries of the law 
were permitting local authorities to 
hound parents for the support of able 
bodied grown children while overlooking 
the failure of those sam e persons to 
support their own underage children. 


“ It’s a Disneyland law" commented 
Babich, pausing to add, “ It’s worse. It’s 
an Alice in Wonderland that went to 
Disneyland." 


The case involved a 59-year-old man 
whom the county had dragged into small 
claim s court for refusing to support a 30- 
year-old able bodied son. 
The son, 
drawing welfare, was himself the father 
of two small children who he had 
deserted. Asking why his son was on 
welfare he was told the son couldn’t find 
work. Responding that he knew where 
there was a job for him if he knew where 
to find the son, the county officials 
refused to furnish the address. 


To get the matter before a higher 
court the municipal court arbitrarily 
ruled for the county. It was on the 
appeal that attorney Harry O’Lauglin 
developed the facts that the county was 
pursuing 200 similar cases while making 
no effort to compel thousands of fathers 
to 
support 
minor 
children. 
The 
difference, apparently, is that the minor 
children are supported by state and 
federal aid to needy children funds while 
the county foots the general welfare 
recipients bill. 


O’Laughlin further developed that the 
county seeks out only local residents 
“ under rules which change every ten 
minutes." In an incredible statement 
the county welfare chief told the judge 
they 
wouldn’t 
hound 
parents 
who 
deserted their children in infancy but 
would attempt to enforce interminable 


responsibility on a parent who raised 
children to adulthood. 
This provoked Babich to remark, “ If 
you are a good citizen you are going to 
get whacked but if the parent deserts the 
child or moves to Nevada he is off the 
hook." 
The problem arises from sections 
17330 of the Welfare code and 241 of the 
Civil code. The first provides that 
county welfare is a charge against 
responsible relatives, including parents, 
adult children and spouses. There is no 
doubt this intended that parents were 
responsible for their children, spouses 
for each other, and adult children for 
their 
aged 
parents. 
The 
relative 
responsibility law has been under attack 
for many years as disruptive of family 
life and oppressive. Senator Ralph Dills 
started warfare on the law more than 30 
years ago as an Assemblyman and is 
making an all out push this year to rid 
the state of the law 


It is the civil code, however, which 
brought about the current issue. That 
provides a parent is liable for the 
support of a child 18 or under or of 
“whatever age who is incapaciated and 
without sufficient means." It would 
seem 
that 
intended 
a 
child 
bom 
incapacitated and not one who, after 
years of earning more than his parents, 
suddenly is to be a burden upon aged 
parents. 


The Sacramento ruling settled the 
instant case on grounds of unequal 
treatment 
and 
varying 
standards. 
Presumably, such cases could be again 
brought if the counties can show set 
standards and equal protection. 


That puts the issue squarely before the 
Legislature. 
When 
does a 
parent’s 
responsibility end? Nowhere excepting 
m the Welfare code does the law saddle 
a parent with responsibility for grown 
children. Only last year the chancellor 
of 
UC 
B e r k e l e y 
d i s c l a i m e d 
responsibility for the continuing college 
education of his adult daughter who 
applied 
for 
and 
received 
a 
state 
scholarship intended to be awarded to 
those in greater need.
